At the third dav's eitting, tae oor C.P.I. constitution was discussed by 2 
Adbliari, F.C. desni, Bhovend Ser, Bizwanath Mulsharjos, Joglfkar, Moulevi 

ZH. Asad, and Wr. 1.3, cok. 2% wae decided that the capitalistic slements 

in Gongress ware beceming moro censpdcucus, aa tio prssent policy towards 

lebor made svident. Ur. Adhikari stated that a clash botwaen Congress and 

the Cowaunist Party cf India wee inevitabic, Citing tit oppressive measures 

of the governments cf thG United fravirces und Medras, ne warned all Communist 
workers to be cautious and adcad that Party sombersiip should be resiriciad . 
Sefore containing esaberaship 2 person should give proof of preetieal experience 

in dealing wivn lsder sovesaenis as well ag of his cro-Somunist Party feslings, 
Ne eid that India rad one divided ints tye oheps, the beurgecisic, represented 
oy Songiess backed by tha imperialist powers ; ond the proletoriat, represented 
by the o.P.I. backed by the working classes of tne wavid. He gald that c chapter 
snoule. be incorporated in the dratt constitesian exposing Gongress and that an 
incassant struggle should be launcied against Indian “onopoly and capitelisn.

that the Comaunists would not be able to rise above the dds against then. ther 
resolutions passed concerned: (1) Gonfiscation of z.aindars? lands and distribution 
ef these lands saony the peasants; (2) denimeiation of a separate nation for toe 
Frontier people and recoczaition cf then as a minority who should nave their pecper 
share in the Government; (3) abolition of tne rule of ths indian Princes; (l)) Suz- 
gesting that the fight against ccuqunalism bs oest carried out by an crgcnized 
offensive against capitalism, the mainstay of ccrnunalisn. 


At the seventh day's sitting on 5 sdarch hi, the delegates concerned thens+lves
